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County forced to borrow money 
for funding storm cleanup

For the first time in many years, 
the Estill County Fiscal Court is 
being forced to borrow money to 
fund continued clean-up efforts 
necessary after three rounds of local 
flooding in less than two months. 

At Monday night’s fiscal court 
meeting, Estill County Judge- 
executive Wallace Taylor said 


the last of the three disasters 
has been the most expensive, 
costing approximately $180,000 
in emergency repairs of roads and 
culverts. 

“FEMA is here now,” he said, but 
county and state governments are 
waiting for President Obama to 
release federal disaster funds. 

If the funds don’t come through, 
“we are going to be looking at a 
rougher time,” said Judge Taylor. 


“I’d rather take a beating than 
borrow, but if we don’t, we are 
looking at substantial layoffs.” 

He said the county will need to 
borrow, or lease, up to $200,000 
until federal funds become 
available. Revenues continue to 
come in “on target,” but the cost 
of cleaning up after the storms is 
draining the county budget. 

County Attorney Rodney Davis 
said it is the first time since he’s 


been in office that the county has 
needed to lease funds. 

New problems are being 
discovered in roads and culverts 
every day. In some places, banks 
are slumping beneath roadways or 
sliding onto roadways. 

Heavy rains have clogged culverts 
and damaged bridges. 

Taylor said it may take up to

Memorial 
Day to be 
a School 
Day

At Thursday night’s school 
board meeting, the board 
approved an amendment 
to the school calendar that 
will require students to be 
in class on Memorial Day. 

Interim Superintendent 
Randall Christopher said 
they had only two options- 
have students attend 
school on Memorial Day 
or on Monday, June 1. 
The latter option would 
require changing the date 
of graduation, because state 
law requires diplomas be 
awarded on the last day of 
school. Because graduation 
invitations have already 
been ordered, school 
officials were reluctant to 
move graduation date. 

State law no longer 
allows Saturday school or 
extending school hours. 

Teachers are being 
encouraged to incorporate 
Memorial Day learning 
activities into the day. 

Christopher also said the 
middle school has updated 
their safe school procedures 
in lieu of recommendations 
following a review 
conducted by the 
Department of Criminal

Sew what? Burlap bags and vintage aprons, that’s what

When Kristin Brake was 
still a girl, she picked out 
a dress pattern and some 
material and brought them 
home for her mom to make 
a dress for her. 

“I’m not doing it for you,” 
her mom told her, “but I’ll 
be here to help you if you 
need me.” 

Kristin said she was “just 
stubborn enough” to see the 
project through to its end, 
although the dress required 
cuffs and a set-in band—not 
exactly the simplest pattern 
for a beginner. 

Her mom and 
grandmother sewed all the 


time, but in those days they 
did it to save money. 

Nowadays, ready-made 
clothing often costs less 
than a pattern and fabric, 
so the desire to “make 
something different” is 
usually the motivation for 
sewing. 

That’s what Kristin has 
been doing since she retired 
from nursing a few years 
ago. 

She began stitching 
together aprons from 
vintage-inspired fabrics. 
She collects vintage prints 
for her projects, sometimes 
incorporating embroidered 
dresser scarves and table 
cloths into them. 


Kristin sews purses and 
totes from up-cycled rice 
bags and coffee sacks. She 
lines them with satiny 
materials, creating bags that 
are both rustic and fine. 

“As long as I’m having fun, 
I’ll keep doing this,” said 
Kristin, “but if it becomes 
too much like work, I’ll 
stop.” 

Several years ago, Kristin 
attended the Penland 
School of Crafts in the Blue 
Ridge Mountains of North 
Carolina where she learned 
to weave on a floor loom. 

She continued to weave 
rugs and other items, but

Justice at EKU. 

Although the review 
identified many positive

place. Gross said the 
student’s face could not 
be seen, but he was later 
identified by his clothing 
and shoes.

two years to recover from 
weather events that have 
happened since February 
15 of this year. 

Other county business 
discussed include a report 
from Estill County Fire 
Chief Derrick Muncie 
about first quarter records. 

He said there were five 
structure fires during the 
coldest time of the year, 
but the department was 
fortunate that there were no 
major fires during the water 
shortage. 

The court passed several 
resolutions, including one 
for a household hazardous 
waste management grant 
and one for a recycling 
grant that will fund a 
dump trailer with tarps and 
additional recycling bins 
for residents. 

The county entered 
into agreements with the 
Kentucky River Authority 
to lease Lock 11 and 12 
properties. Part of the 
agreement is that the old 
lock houses will be torn 
down. 

The county also approved 
a resolution to apply for a 
land and water conservation 
grant to fund the 
development of an RV park 
on lock grounds, including 


In other communications, 
it was noted the General 
Assembly passed a bill to 
prohibit persons under the 
age of 18 from possessing 
or using alternative nicotine 
products or vapor products. 

Christopher also 

commended school staff 
for working very hard 
to prepare for district¬ 
wide audits of programs 
including alternative 

education, food service, 
Title I, II, and III programs, 
Head Start and others. He 
said they prepared while 
finishing up the school 
year and getting ready for 
testing. The audits consist 
of reviews of records and 
visiting facilities. 

Christopher also said 
Central Office staff has 
been busy working to 
make the office building a 
more inviting place for the 
community. 

“When we have people 
come here, we want them to 
know they’re visiting a first 
class place,” he said. 

Christopher 

recommended the school 
board approve the purchase 
of only one new bus at 
this time. He said he had 


additional camping sites 
and picnic areas. 

A required public meeting 
for the Land and Water 
Conservation Fund Grant 
will take place on April 29 
at 1 p.m. at the courthouse. 

Taylor said the lock 
project is one the county 
has been working on for 
years. The county agrees 
to mow the properties two 
or three times a year, and 
the property will be added 
to liability insurance, but 
Taylor expects the premium 
increase to be “minute.” 

The houses are in such 
a state of disrepair and 
contain lead-based paint 
and asbestos, so they are 
considered not worth 
saving. 

Additional items 

approved from the agenda 
include a resurfacing 
agreement with the 
Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet and an approval to 
advertise for sealed bids for 
health insurance, asphalt, 
and the old tower recently 
taken down at Chestnut 
Stand. 

The county re-entered 
into an agreement with the 
Montgomery County jail 
to house inmates at the rate 
of $35 a day, if necessary. 
Other area jails house 
inmates for as low as $25 
a day, so they are utilized 
first. 


previously considered 
recommending the 
purchase of two, but after 
a meeting on Tuesday with 
state school officials and 
learning about budget cuts, 
he thinks the board should 
wait. Another bus can be 
ordered at a later time if 
funds allow. The board 
approved the purchase. 

Consent items on 
the agenda include an 
agreement between Eastern 
Kentucky University and 
Estill County schools that 
will allow students to earn 
dual credit, or both college 
and high school credit, for 
some classes. 

Christopher reviewed 
a memorandum from 
RossTarrant Architects, 
Inc., which presented 
project schedules for the 
South Irvine Elementary 
School renovation and 
addition. The school is 
scheduled to get a new 
roof, and a walk-in freezer/ 
cooler storage room and 
office space added in the 
kitchen. An addendum 
has been made to the plans 
to include adding a new 
dropped ceiling with LED 
lights. 


The court accepted 
the conservation district 
budget, the conservation 
district plan of work, the 
Chamberlain Branch 

Watershed Budget, and the 
Extension District Budget. 

The treasurer’s report was 
approved, with the judge 
voting a token “no” on 
transferring general to jail 
funds to the tune of $75,000. 
“I feel like I have aided 
by approving an endless 
stream of money,” he said. 
However, Taylor and the 
magistrates agreed that the 
claims must be paid. 

Tommy Mullen, director 
of the county’s animal 
shelter, said the Spanish 
club at the high school 
has raised $500 to donate 
to the shelter. Also, a 
woman from California has 
donated $3,000 to develop 
a playground to provide 
access to exercise and fresh 
air for the animals. 

Mullen said it would be 
the first in the state for a 
county-run shelter. He also 
said the “Pennies for Pups” 
fundraiser has brought in 
money to purchase new 
doors and paint. 

The euthanasia rate for 
the shelter continues to be 
.5 percent, one of the lowest 
in the state. 

“I am extremely proud 
of the way it’s going,” said 
Mullen.

Christopher 
said the budget is healthy, 
but the district faces more 
state budget cuts as well as 
an unfunded mandated two 
percent pay increase for 
teachers. Therefore, teacher 
allocation estimations are 
conservative. 

White and Associates, 
PSC., was again awarded 
the contract to conduct 
audits. Angela Howell, 
district treasurer, said the 
auditing firm has been 
good to work with over the 
course of the past seven 
years. She also said they 
are independently peer- 
reviewed and themselves 
audited by the state. 

A full-time emergency 
certification was approved 
for Jennifer Gould to teach 
business classes at the high 


school. 

Personnel changes 

include the employment of 
Sheila Fleming as substitute 
para-educator, Sarah 

Freeman as substitute bus 
assistant, and substitute 
Jason Willis as bus assistant. 

Extracurricular 
employment includes

Is Religious Freedom Fouling Out? 


To say that something more important is 
happening in Indiana than the Final Four, may 
sound like heresy to the faithful congregants 
of the Big Blue Nation in this sacred week of 
NCAA tournaments. But the uproar over the 
recently passed Religious Freedom Restoration 
Act (RFRA) threatens to drown out even the 
wildest cheers from Cats fans on Saturday 

We are told by LGBT advocates and their 
media allies that the Indiana bill to protect 
religious liberty is discriminatory and unjust, 
and we should all be very concerned and very 
afraid. Connecticut and Washington governors 
banned official state travel to the Hoosier state. 
Seattle and San Francisco mayors did the same 
for their cities. Coach Cal and the other three 
Final Four coaches signed a joint statement 
condemning discrimination of all forms. 

Discrimination you say? 

In the purest sense of the word, each coach 
practices a high level of discrimination. Those 
too short, too slow, or incapable of putting the 
round ball through the hoop don’t make the 
cut. Before you cry foul, their peers in academic 
departments discriminate between honors 
students and those not making the grade. 
But when we talk about an individual’s moral 
conviction and freedom to live it out, whoa— 
call in the National Guard, because it’s a threat 
greater than the Fighting Irish’s near derailing of 


UK’s pilgrimage to their ninth national title. 

If the underlying intent of RFRA is equivalent 
to Mike Krzyzewski officiating a UK game, then 
there’s a problem. However, the legislation, 
ifanything, balances the scales toward individual 
rights rather than tipping them in anyone’s 
particular favor. That’s why Ted Kennedy, Nancy 
Pelosi, and Chuck Schumer co-sponsored the 
federal RFRA, which forces the government 
to make a strong case before it infringes on 
someone’s religious liberty. The federal law was 
a response to a U.S. Supreme Court ruling that 
made it easier for the government to win over 
an individual’s religious freedom claim. It passed 
by near unanimity by both Houses of Congress 
in 1993 and was signed by then President Bill 
Clinton. 

Twenty states, including Kentucky, have RFRA 
laws on the books. Ten more have other RFRA- 
like protections through the courts. According 
to University of Virginia Law Professor Douglas 
Laycock, RFRAs are about “churches feeding the 
homeless; sometimes the city or the neighbors 
object. 

They are about Muslim women wearing 
scarves or veils. They are about Amishbuggies. 
They are about Sabbath observers. They are about 
church bells...And usually, the government wins. 
These laws have been under-enforced, not over¬ 
enforced.” 


Unfortunately, the RFRA debate has devolved 
into a media referendum over whether people 
can make a moral judgment on human sexual 
relationships and whether people of goodwill 
who honestly disagree on moral issues can 
coexist without government coercion that 
violates their values. This has happened in part 
because religious freedom has been caricatured 
as code for bigotry. Consequently, conscience 
protections for religious belief in the public 
square is being swatted down like a blocked shot 
from Willie Cauley-Stein. 

This sideshow over RFRA has detracted from 
serious discussion about what religious freedom 
means in civil society. Perhaps it is providential 
that this discussion is taking place on Holy Week, 
just before billions will celebrate the historical 
event where the greatest act of intolerance metthe 
greatest act of love and changed the world. 

True tolerance is a tough road to travel in a 
pluralistic society. But it’s the Emmaus Road 
each of us must walk in order for religious 
freedom toflourish.

Nutritionists’ lobbying group asks for more funding

After the New Standards 
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School nutrition officials 
want more flexibility with 
new school lunch rules to 
cut down on the waste of 
unwanted food, Spencer 
Chase reports for Agri- 
Pulse, a Washington 
newsletter. Julia Bauscher, 
president of the School 
Nutrition Association, told 
the House Education and 
Workforce Committee that 
the organization supports 
the rules, but needs more 
funding to enforce them and 
more flexibility to serve foods students will eat. 
(USDA graphic) 

“SNA is requesting 35 cents more in federal 
funding for each lunch and breakfast that is 
served in the school lunch program, up from the 
additional six cents the government provided 
when the new standards were put in place,” 
Chase writes. 

Bauscher told the committee, “That will help 
school food authorities afford the foods that we 
must serve, but unfortunately that won’t make 


students consume it.” 

Bauscher, who said SNA wants Congress “to 
soften the bill’s target levels for more whole grains 
and less sodium in school meals,” said that “in 
many cases, the new requirements have forced 
school lunch programs outside of budgetary 
constraints, forcing them to ask school districts 
to make up the difference. 

According to SNA, school districts will absorb 
$1.2 billion in new food and labor costs in 
2010,” Agri-Pulse reports. SNA has drawn major 
funding from some food manufacturers. 


Chase writes that 51 percent of students 
qualify for free or reduced lunches, the first time 
the number has topped 50 percent in at least 50 
years.

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Depression in Farmers

Organic farming may be 
as important to the farmers 
who practice it as to those 
who purchase and eat 
the food they grow. This 
year, researchers with the 
National Institute of Health 
completed a landmark, 20- 
year study of the connection 
between pesticides and 
depression in farmers. 

According to Dr. Freya 
Kamel, the study’s lead 
researcher, scattered reports 
in the literature about 
the association between 
pesticide use and depression 
led to the desire for further 
research. With much 
more detailed information 


available, researchers were 
able to delve into more 
specific questions about 
which pesticides farmers 
had used and whether they 
had sought treatment for 
depression. 

The researchers found 
a significant correlation 
between depression and 
the use of some, but not 
all, agricultural pesticides. 
Organochloride insecticides 
and fumigants were found 
to increase a farmer’s risk 
of depression by 90% and 
80%, respectively. Some 
of the most commonly 
used pesticides, such 
as Malathion, had been 
applied by 67% of the 
farmers interviewed. 

And the results cannot 


be explained away by the 
stresses of a life in farming. 
Farmers interviewed were 
actually less likely to seek 
treatment for depression 
than the national 
population, making the 
results for those that used 
the pesticides in question 
even more dramatic.

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Eltzroth remembers Vietnam Life—1967-68 


This story is a bit off the 
beaten path for me. March 
6, 2015 was the 47th 
anniversary of the death of 
my best childhood friend, 
Skip, who was killed in 
Vietnam. That brought 
back a flood of memories 
of my 15 months of service 
with the U.S. Army in 
South Vietnam. I would 
like to share a few of 
those memories with you. 
Perhaps these snapshots of 
humorous moments and 
interesting events will give 
you a better understanding 
of daily life of the support 
troops serving in Vietnam.

man who had fallen asleep had been killed by the enemy 
recently. I always suspected that story was fabricated to 
motivate us to keep awake while standing guard. I was 
issued an M-14 rifle, clips of ammo, bayonet, helmet and 
flak vest before being shown my sleeping quarters. Once 
again, I was sleeping in a tent on a folding cot. 

My first job was to navigate a wheelbarrow loaded 
with wet concrete to be dumped where a new pad was 
being poured. Eventually a wooden barracks was built 
on the pad which became 
my home that I shared with 
about 20 other men for 
the next 15 months. The 
original members of the 66th 
Engineers had arrived in¬ 
country in September 1966. 

Most of the construction of 
the barracks, work buildings, 
mess hall, bunkers, etc. had 


my 2-year draftee service had already expired when 
I was stationed at Ft. Leonard Wood, Missouri. I was 
with Company A, Special Troops while serving there. 

We were designated special troops because we were a 
conglomeration of many disciplines. What I remember 
most about Fort Leonard Wood is that it was cold and 
snowy most of the time I was stationed there and it 
seemed to be in the middle of nowhere. My job was to 
operate a Multigraph offset press and print the orders 
that directed the individual troops to their next duty 
assignment. I actually printed the orders that propelled 
me on my way to Vietnam in April of 1967. 

My flight to Vietnam was on a Northwest 
commercial airliner that left Travis Air Force Base in 
California loaded with military personnel who all had 
the same eventual destination. We landed in Anchorage, 
Alaska to refuel, again in Tokyo, Japan, plus one more 
refueling stop at the Pacific island of Guam before 
reaching Cam Rahn Bay, South Vietnam. I’ve been a lot 
of places in this world for one hour. At Tokyo we were 
able to deplane and go into the terminal. It was 3 a.m. 
and nobody was in this restricted area of the terminal 
but our flight. A long sliding accordion type gate had the 
bar area closed off. A young Japanese fellow came into 
that restricted area and began restocking the coolers with 
beer. Soon some of the men on 
our flight approached the young 
man. They began passing him $1 
bills as he handed them bottles 
of beer through the openings 
in the barrier. Soon there was 
a flurry of activity as beer and 
dollars were rapidly exchanged. 

This spontaneous enterprise 
ceased when the announcement 
came for us to board our plane. 

I have always wondered how 
many of those dollar bills stuffed 
in the young man’s pockets ever 
reached his employer. 

The suffocating heat I 
felt upon deplaning onto the 
tarmac at Cam Rahn Bay Air 
Base is still etched into my 
memory. I was billeted in a tent 
city along with other replacement 
transients like me. During the 
next couple days of processing I 


been performed by them. 
Replacements like me were 
doing some finishing up 
work. After about 2 weeks I 
was assigned a bunk in one 
of the new barracks which 
housed the Reproduction 
Platoon. I had a top bunk 
for about 6 months because 
we were crowded until the 
original company started 
rotating home. 

After about a week of 
pouring concrete and filling

was used as labor to help fill sand bags. It seemed I could 
not get enough to drink and the only thing that could be 
obtained was pop at the enlisted men’s club. They sold the 
pop so quickly that it never had a chance to get cold in 
the coolers. 

On my third day I was loaded onto a C-130 cargo 
plane along with fellow soldiers. We were placed in rows 
across the deck of the C-130 like sardines packed in a 
can. We were sitting on our bag that contained all the 
worldly possessions that the Army felt we needed. The 
rows of soldiers were shoulder to shoulder and our knees 
were touching the man in front of us. A safety strap was 
placed across each row to keep us from bouncing around 
during turbulence or in the event of a crash. Officers 
were accorded individual seats on the sides of the plane. 
We landed at Bien Hoa Air Base which is about 20 miles 
north of Saigon. After deplaning we were bused to Long 
Bihn Junction Army Base (lovingly? called Camp LBJ 
after President Johnson) which was only a few miles away 
for more processing at the 90th Replacement Battalion. 
From the scenes I saw from the bus window as we 
traveled to LBJ, I was obviously in another world. 

After another night in a tent my processing 
was complete and I received orders to be assigned to 
the 66th Engineers (Topographic) which was only 2 or 
3 miles from LBJ as the crow flies. The 66th Engineers 
were nestled in the Plantation Compound that held the 
headquarters for the II Field Force. The 66th Engineers 
were under the umbrella of the 79th Combat Engineer 
Group, 20th Engineer Brigade. The 79th Combat 
Engineers were our nearest neighbors. Behind our 
company area was a chopper unit which was always 
ferrying troops of the 199th Light Infantry who also had 
their base camp within the perimeter of the Plantation 
Compound. A %-ton jeep arrived and took me and a 
couple other replacements a short distance up Highway 
15 close to where it intersected Highway 1—the location 
of the II Field Force. 

The first sergeant of the 66th briefed me and 
my fellow replacements on the mission of the company 
and where we would fit into that picture. First Sergeant 
Neumann also advised us that we would be pulling guard 
duty on the company perimeter about every 3 or 4 nights. 
He advised us not to fall asleep on guard duty because a 


sandbags I was finally oriented in my MOS (Military 
Occupational Specialty)—offset pressman. I was assigned 
to the offset press operated by Specialist 5 George Shook. 
The single color ATF Chief offset printing press spit 
out sheets of paper that were 23” x 28”. It looked like 
a monster to me. I had learned the principles of offset 
printing in my vocational high school, but had never 
operated anything but an 8!4 x 11 Multigraph press. At 
first I was the flunkey that loaded the paper, ran the side 
controls and cleaned the press at end of each color run. 
Some of the maps we produced had as many as 5 or 6 
color overlays. Under the excellent tutoring of my mentor, 
George Shook, I was soon 
running the front of the press. 

I had one distinct disadvantage 
with this job. I was partially 
color blind. At times I could 
not distinguish the difference 
between the faint registration 
marks on the edge of the maps. 

I would have to ask my 2nd 
pressman which registration 
mark we were using. He would 
call out, “Third one down”—or 
whatever mark we happened to 
be printing. I often wondered if 
anyone ever used all the maps 
we printed. My brother-in-law 
was with the 101st Airborne and 
spent his tour in the northern 
jungles of South Vietnam. He 
told me recently that they used 
the maps all the time in the field; 
however, the maps had one flaw- 
the maps got wet and would have 


suffered when the Communists took over the country. 

We worked at our jobs 12 hours a day, 7 days a week. The 
Repro platoon maintained two 12-hour shifts to keep up 
with the demand for maps, mosaics and other printed 
materials in support of our troops. 

Working nights was my preferred shift (7 p.m. to 
8 a.m.). It was difficult at times to sleep during the heat 
and noise of the day; however, working nights meant 
we endured less military discipline from officers and 

NCO’s. As long as we were within 
the confines of our company area 
we did not have to wear shirts, 
salute officers, button buttons, 
wear our hats, etc. All that changed 
when we got a new company First 
Sergeant. He started trying to turn 
us into a stateside outfit. Shortly 
after he reinstituted the ‘spit and 
polish’ regulations, someone fired 
a round past his head late one 
night as he was walking to the 
shower hut. The First Sergeant 
immediately called the whole 
company out to formation and 
asked, “Who fired that shot?” Of 
course no one admitted their guilt, 
but after that incident the First 
Sergeant let us revert back to our 
casual ways. He realized we all had 
weapons. We could get by with slight 
insubordination with some sergeants, 
but you never trifled with First 
Sergeants. They could make your life 


to be replaced. Today, computers and GPS devices have 
eliminated the need for these maps. 

Soon after I arrived at the 66th Engineers I went 
to the enlisted men’s club to get a cold pop and came 
eyeball to eyeball with a fellow I had served with at Fort 
Leonard Wood—Jim Nowak. Jim looked very lost and 
scared and he was elated to see a familiar face. He had no 
idea where he was being assigned. Since we had the same 
MOS I told him he would probably be assigned to the 
66th like me. We went to the orderly room to check and 
he rejoiced to find he was on the company roster of new 
personnel. Jim was married and had an infant daughter 
back home in Chicago. We were close friends throughout 
our tour in Vietnam and even went to Australia on R&R 
together. 

Our outfit did not suffer too many physical 
hardships like our combat brethren in the field had to 
endure. We had a 


miserable. One individual made the mistake of angering 
the First Sergeant. The soldier was made to dig a 6 foot 
deep ‘piss tube hole’ outside the orderly room on a very 
hot day. It took him nearly all day to dig the hole in that 
hard laterite. When he was done the First Sergeant came 
to inspect. The First Sergeant flipped his cigarette butt 
into the hole and said, “Cover it up!” 

George Shook and I were walking to the PX 
(Post Exchange) about a mile on the other side of the 
compound near the II Field Force Headquarters. A jeep 
approached us. We both failed to notice the flags and 
stars on the front of the jeep. The jeep stopped and a 
Sergeant Major gave us the order to halt and made us 
stand at attention. He chewed George up one side and 
down the other for not saluting General Weyand as he 
passed us. General Weyand was the newly appointed 
commander of the II Field Force. He had previously been 
the commanding general of the 25th Infantry and my 
neighbor, Charles Begley, served under him. A Sergeant 
Major is like God to enlisted men and you never want to 
suffer his wrath. George was so shook (no pun intended) 
up that he saluted the Sergeant Major and called him 
“Sir.” George was the ranking man so he bore the brunt of 
our chewing out. George had been in the Army about 10 
years, so I assumed he knew more about Army regs than 
me. I asked him later, “Are we supposed to salute Sergeant 
Majors?” A bit embarrassed, he answered, “No.” 

Our company was a kaleidoscope of personalities. 
I would like to share some of those stories at a later date. 
Since I was working at night most of the time I was 
stationed in Vietnam, I had a lot of time during the day 
to explore the villages near our base. The VC owned the 
night; thus, nighttime adventures were risky. Although 
our unit was in a ‘secure’ area we were subjected to enemy 
rocket attacks on numerous occasions. The February issue 
of Vietnam Magazine had a story about the battle for 
Widow’s Village during Tet 1968. A small APC (Armored 
Personnel Carrier) platoon of the 9th Infantry Division 
came at daylight to clean out an entrenched enemy unit 
in Widow’s Village which was directly across Highway 
15 from II Field Force. That single unit earned 3 DSCs 
(Distinguished Service Crosses), 6 Silver Stars and 22 
Bronze Stars for their heroic actions that morning of 
January 31, 1968. What the story failed to mention is that 
a bunch of map makers, clerks, cooks and engineers kept 
that enemy unit from overrunning our compound that 
night until help could arrive. My observations that night 
are another topic for a future article. 


mess hall where we 
got three hot meals a 
day, a dry bunk with 
mosquito netting, 
a hot shower every 
night, an enlisted 
men’s club, and a Post 
Exchange about a 
mile down the road. 

A Vietnamese house 
girl, Mau, cleaned 
the barracks, made 
our bunks, cleaned/ 
polished our boots 
on a daily basis. This 
service only cost each 
of us in our barracks 
about $15 a month 
and we always gave 
her a big bonus at 
Christmas. Mau was a 
devout Catholic lady 
and became a good 
friend to many of us. 

I have often wondered 
what hardships she

IMU set to manage customers of 
ECWD sewer utility 


Soon, your sewer system will be managed just as the one 
serving the customers of Irvine Municipal Utilities (IMU). 

In fact, as of May 1,2015, the Estill County Water District 
(ECWD) will no longer offer sewer service, and IMU will 
add the former ECWD swer customers to its service area. 
Your sewer rates will be the same as IMU’s own out of city 
customers. 

The sewer facility improvements IMU currently 
performs will include needed improvements in all areas of 
the county and those from the former ECWD service area 


will be prioritized alongside IMU’s service area. 

City and county leaders recognized that a single 
wastewater treatment system serving all of Estill County 
was a better use of the customers’ money than to require 
IMU and ECWD customers to pay for new treatment 
plants for each system.

An Encouraging Word: When reason controls

It was a little thing, hardly 
noticeable, when it occurred, but 
it was of sufficient importance to 
remind me of a few lines of verse that I remembered from 
many years ago. In that verse, a little child opined, “We 
have the nicest garbage man, he empties out our garbage 
can. He’s just as nice as he can be, he always stops and 
talks with me.” After that observation, the the little child 
continued to opine, “My mother doesn’t like his smell. But 
mother doesn’t know him well.” 

Although we have been reminded for centuries that we 
should not “make a habit of judging others, if you don’t 
want to be judged yourselves,” it often occurs in everyday 
life that value judgments and character assessments, that 
is, rendering an opinion or an estimate, based on first 
impressions and insufficient information are made on a 
regular basis. Maryrose Wood indicated this when she said, 
“All books are judged by their covers until they are read.” 


Usually, those judgments made in haste are inadequate, 
for first impressions are not always correct. So, Malcolm 
Gladwell, a Canadian journalist, wrote, “ft would be 
interesting to find out what goes on in that moment when 
someone looks at you and draws all sorts of conclusions.” 
But that is the basis of many decisions. 

Judgments, large and small, are a necessary part of life. 
Every day situations that require them are faced, and it 
is impossible to avoid them. Often, they come without 
warning at a moment’s notice, and although they can have 
profound and lasting results, they have to be made in what 
has been called a split second. So, at all times, one has to 
be prepared to make judgments, and hopefully there are 
good ones. Maybe, Benjamin Franklin, known by some 
as “the First American,” gave the best advice when he said, 
“If Passion drives, let Reason hold the reins.” When reason 
controls, good judgments are more likely to follow.

The ordinance states that 
all trash must be in a sealed garbage bag, in a trash can with 
a lid and placed on the curb outside the residence the night 
before regularly scheduled pick up day. The sanitation workers 
will not return to pick up garbage once they have finished pick 
up on each street. 

Any trash that is loose, in plastic grocery bags or boxes will not 
be picked up until the following week and only if in the proper 
garbage bag at that time. Any syringes that are used must be 
disposed of in the proper plastic device or the garbage they 
are in will not be picked up. This is to protect the sanitation 
workers.

CITY OF IRVINE, KENTUCKY 
ORDINANCE 1997-04 
SUMMARY 

AN ORDINANCE RELATING TO THE SOLID WASTE, TRASH AND RE¬ 
FUSE COLLECTION 

WHEREAS, in order to secure a convenient and economical method of munici¬ 
pal solid waste and/or trash collection within the City limits, including household 
solid waste, commercial solid waste and any and all other solid waste or refuse 
collected by the City, the City of Irvine, Kentucky, has adopted Ordinance No. 
1997-04. 

Said ordinance specifies each person, entity, household or business having 
household solid waste or commercial solid waste for collection by and within the 
City of Irvine shall place all such solid waste (garbage, etc.), in standard size (or 
smaller) metal or plastic type “garbage cans” or containers, or be covered and 
placed at the curb of each residence, business or other allowable and appro¬ 
priate place, not more than 18 hours prior to scheduled collection. Plastic trash 
bags are not allowed unless in a proper container. No tires of any kind shall be 
placed for collection and no special waste or medical waste shall be placed for 
collection as household solid waste. No hazardous waste of any kind shall be 
placed in a dumpster. Said ordinance provides for the definition of terms and 
penalties as follows: Any owner or occupant of premises where any solid waste 
is caused, maintained, placed for collection or kept in violation of any provisions 
of this ordinance is subject to a fine of not less than twenty-five dollars ($25.00) 
nor more than five hundred dollars ($500.00) for each such offense. Each day 
such violation continues shall constitute a separate offense for which the max¬ 
imum fine may be imposed.

Secretary of State Alison Lundergan 
Grimes reminds eligible Kentuckians 
that the deadline to register to vote in the 
upcoming May 19 Primary Election is 
Monday, April 20. 

County clerks’ offices throughout 
Kentucky will accept voter registration 
cards until the close of business on 
that date. Mail-in voter registration 
applications must be postmarked by April 
20 . 

Grimes also reminds Kentuckians of 
several important voting laws: 

To be eligible to vote, you must: 

Be a U.S. citizen, 

Be a Kentucky resident for at least 28 
days before Election day, 

Be at least 18 years old by the date of the 
next general election, 

Not be a convicted felon, or if convicted 
of a felony offense, must have obtained a 
restoration of civil rights, 

Not have been adjudged “mentally 
incompetent,” and 

Not claim the right to vote anywhere 
outside Kentucky. 

Minors who are 17 years old but will 
be 18 years old on or before the General 
Election on November 3, 2015, are eligible 
to register and vote in the upcoming 
Primary; however, they are not eligible to 
vote in special elections until they are 18 
years old. 

Voters who have recently moved need to 
update their voter registration information 
by no later than April 20, 2015. Pursuant 
to KRS 116.025(6), individuals who 
move from one county to another county 
while the voter registration books are 


open and fail to update their registration 
information before the voter registration 
books close are not permitted to vote in 
the Primary. 

Changes in party affiliation for the 2015 
Primary Election were due by December 
31, 2014. Voters who changed their party 
affiliation after that date are not eligible 
to vote in partisan races in the Primary, 
although they may vote on nonpartisan 
races on the May Primary ballot. Voters 
who changed their party affiliation after 
December 31,2014, may still vote for their 
candidate(s) of choice in the November 
General Election. 

Under Secretary Grimes’ Address 
Confidentiality Program, victims of 
domestic violence and sexual assault can 
register and update their registration while 
keeping their names and addresses out of 
publicly available voter records. 

“The future of Kentucky depend on 
all eligible voters participating in the 
process,” said Grimes. “Registering to 
vote is the first step in being a part of the 
2015 elections, and I hope that as many 
Kentuckians as are able will make their 
voices heard.”

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Columnist recalls spring activities on the farm

It’s great that spring has finally 
arrived. I have been thinking of 
early spring (and summer) work 
from childhood ,and later, that 
farmers had to do. 

One job was to clear the hillside 
fields of rocks that appeared every 
year and seemed like there was no 
end to them. My daddy had rock 
piles in the fields and that was 
a favorite place for copperhead 
snakes to hide. I can remember 
moving rocks sometimes and there 
would be a stinging scorpions 
under them. Daddy got stung by 
one and said it really hurt. If I saw a 
snake or scorpion I would run and 
let him kill it. 

Daddy would pile up brush to 
burn on a tobacco bed to get rid 
of weeds and maybe help the soil. 
He would sow the tobacco seeds 
and tomato seeds along the side 
for plants. My husband did the 
same thing, but switched to gassing 
the beds and later did the float 
beds—but he doesn’t raise tobacco 


anymore and not many do in this 
county. 

Daddy did his spring plowing 
with a white horse he owned 
named Charlie. He was a good old 
gentle horse and my brothers rode 
him. He kept him for several years 
when I was young, but sold him 
and bought a small mule named 
Coley that he plowed the fields and 
garden with. That mule didn’t like 
women or girls for some reason 
and would chase my mom and me 
out of the pasture, and we would 
barely get under the fence and 
out of his way. We didn’t like him 
much either. 

After the ground was ready, 
which involved a lot of hard work 
for man and mule—turning, 
harrowing, dragging, cultivating, 
laying the rows off—we all set 
tobacco out by hand, by poking 
holes in the dirt with our forefinger 
or a stick. If the hole went too far 
down and the dirt was not put 
around or under it enough, the 
plant would die. 

So needless to say, our parents 
would check the plants set out by us 
kids to see if we did it right. Later, 
when my husband set tobacco with 
a tractor and tobacco setter, it was 
someone’s job to follow and uncover 
the plants that got covered up—our 
kids did this a lot. I remember 
when the kids were small, they 
would follow their dad on his first 
tractor, a “popping” John Deere, 
out through the field while he was 
plowing. I could see them from the 
house and they reminded me of 4 
little ducks in a row. 


My daddy planted corn with 
a hand-held “jobber” planter. 
Sometimes it would deposit more 
grains than it should, so when 
the corn came up big enough, 
my brother and I would “thin” it 
by pulling all but two plants, so 
it wouldn’t be too crowded. Now 
crops are done with machinery 
(mostly) and not very many 
people grow tobacco since the 
government buyout. 

I have written before about 
us living near the creek, and of 
course, the tides came and did 
damage to the crops. If it rained 
hard and a lot, the creek would rise 
fast. One time it came a tide and 
our chickens were all surrounded 
by water out in the field. 

They can’t swim, so they floated 
down the creek by our house and 
we watched them float on by with 
a rooster had already drowned. We 
didn’t ever know if any of them 
survived or not—not very likely— 
and that was sad. 

Our chickens weren’t the only 
thing that ever floated down the 
creek. Once my husband’s best 
tobacco crop had been cut and 
put on sticks, and it came a big 
tide and we watched that crop of 
tobacco float by our house. Now 
that was disheartening. But floods 
take peoples’ lives and do all kinds 
of damage to homes and property, 
so we were blessed to not ever 
experience that. I sure feel sorry for 
people who have been through so 
much (and lose everything.) 

I always like to hear the “spring 
peepers” or little frogs sounding 


off. When we were kids, there was a 
pond over on our neighbor’s place 
where we would go and catch big 
tad poles in a caner bucket. We just 
liked to watch them and would put 
them back in the pond. A lot of 
them grew into large bullfrogs. I 
don’t think anyone gigged any of 
them to eat frog legs back then. I, 
for one, don’t want any frog legs or 
turtle but some folks like them. I 
have fried them for our boys. 

Since I have written about horses 
and mules this time, I will include 
a memory of our neighbor’s horses 
out the road. 

I visited often there with my 
friend, and they had an old gentle 
horse named Trigger which was 
either a Percheron or Clydesdale, 
with a wide back and large hoofs. 
My friend and I and her little 
niece would all climb on his back 
at once and ride him from the 
barn to the pasture fence or pond 
and back. It was unlikely to fall off, 
sitting on his broad back, but the 
smallest of us sat too far back and 
fell off. We were scared she might 
get stepped on by those huge feet, 
but we jumped down and got her 
and boosted her up to ride in front 
of us, and she held on with her 
arms around his neck. We rode 
him bareback. 

Their other horse was younger 
and wilder and his name was Rex. 
We didn’t ride him at all. Another 
friend of mine lived way out in the 
other direction, and I visited and 
another friend of ours decided to 
ride their old mule named Sam. He 
was skinny and his backbone was 


sharp—but we three girls climbed 
on to ride him out a path. Our 
friend who rode behind us scooted 
off of his backside but didn’t get 
hurt—just shook up—I guess she 
was trying to get more comfortable. 

They had a big yellow dog named 
Watch and later a little curly dog 
named Tony that was a brother to 
our little dog, Topper. They also 
had a red rooster that was mean 
and would run at anyone and jump 
on them with his feet. From under 
the house, he would run after 
anyone who came down the steps 
from the porch. 

A lot of times a fighting rooster 
will end up in the pot to make 
dumplings. That’s what happened to 
one that Lisa and Robin had last year. 

Our oldest son had a pet rooster 
when he was a kid and would sit in 
the swing set and let the rooster sit 
on his lap. The rooster would shut 
its eyes—I guess it went to sleep. 
These are memories that come to 
me when I start writing, and some 
of them I hadn’t thought of for a 
long time. 

Some of you out there that can 
remember stories from your past, 
jot them down and send them in— 
especially funny ones. This world 
needs more humor. 

So happy springtime to all of you. 
It’s still the Easter season, because 
our Savior Jesus Christ is alive and 
will be forever more. He is our only 
hope and the only way to have 
eternal life with Him is to confess 
our sins, ask for forgiveness, ask him 
to come into our hearts, and believe. 

Because he lives, we can live, also!

KOA offers spring allergy tips 


FRANKFORT, Ky. - With the 
long, hard winter finally behind 
us, the full bloom of spring may 
come in a shorter period of time. 
That means the unwelcome 
discomfort of seasonal eye 
allergies could hit all at once as 
well. 

The green grass and yellow 
flowers often lead to the red of 
allergy sufferers’ bloodshot eyes. 
Other spring allergy symptoms 
include swollen eyelids, dry eye, 
or itchy, watery eyes.

The 
body’s immune response includes 
the release of the chemical 
histamine, which causes the 
redness, burning and itching 
associated with eye allergies. 

“If you’re experiencing eye 
allergy symptoms, you should 
visit your local eye doctor,” said 
Dr. David Jaco, an optometrist in 
Murray, Ky., and president of the 
KOA. “We can provide a proper 
diagnosis, so patients can receive 
the best treatment, which could 
range from over-the-counter 
allergy drops to prescriptive 
medicines.” 

In addition, the KOA offers 
these tips to help reduce the 
discomfort of seasonal eye 
allergies: 

Maintain a healthy diet: Foods 
rich in anti-oxidants, including 


spinach, kale, broccoli, carrots 
and red peppers, help improve 
the immune system and combat 
the symptoms of eye allergies. 

Use preservative-free 
lubricating eye drops: Although 
antihistamines can help with 
typical symptoms like runny 
noses and sneezing, doctors 
of optometry warn those 
medications can make eye 
symptoms worse by reducing tear 
quality and quantity. The KOA 
recommends using preservative- 
free eye drops or, if you wear 
contact lenses, rewetting drops. 

Apply a cold compress: This 
will provide quick, temporary 
relieve from itching and redness 
by constricting the blood vessels 
that are releasing histamine in 
the eyes. 

Take fish oil supplements: 
Omega-3 fish oil also has anti¬ 
inflammatory properties that 
can help reduce redness and 
irritation. 

Jaco also said simple steps 
such as not touching or rubbing 
your eyes; washing your hands 
often with soap and water; 
and washing bed linens and 
pillowcases in hot water and 
detergent to reduce allergens will 
help allergy sufferers. 

In addition to discussing 
allergy relief with your 
optometrist, the KOA 
recommends adults have 
yearly eye exams. Based on an 
individual’s eye health and the 


severity of his or her eye allergies, 
the eye doctor may recommend 
more frequent visits.

Doctors of optometry provide 
two-thirds of all primary eye care 
in the United States. They are 
highly qualified, trained doctors 
on the frontline of eye and vision 
care who examine, diagnose, 
treat and manage diseases and 
disorders of the eye. In addition 
to providing eye and vision care, 
optometrists play a major role 
in a patient’s overall health and 
well-being by detecting systemic 
diseases such as diabetes and 
hypertension. 

Prior to optometry school, 
optometrists typically complete 
four years of undergraduate 
study, culminating in a bachelor’s 
degree. Required undergraduate 
coursework for pre-optometry 
students is extensive and covers 
a wide variety of advanced 
health, science and mathematics. 
Optometry school consists of 
four years of post-graduate, 
doctoral study concentrating on 
both the eye and systemic health. 
In addition to their formal 
training, doctors of optometry 
must undergo annual continuing 
education to stay current on the 
latest standards of care.
